Steahly 


Treasures Hidden Beneath the Surface of 


Bloom Township Soil. 


Some months ago there was consid- 


erable talk abont the discovery of a 
bed, or ledge, of lithographic stone, 
found on the farm of Joe Harper, a 
leading farmer of Bloom township, but 
for a time the matter died out and but 
little was said. In conversation with 
Dr. Marcmn a few days ago, we 
learned that the matter is again being 
agitated and a move is on foot to reach 
and develop the matter of quarrying 
lithographic stone. 
If it proves all 


that investigation so far promises, it 
will be a paying enterprise. 


The discovery was made while drill- 


ing a well 011 Mr. Harper's farm. The 
litiiogbraph stone lies 178 feet below 
the bottom of the grey limestone and 
the vein has a thickness of over fifteen 
feet. The stone is pronounced by Prof. 
Orton, formerly state geologist for 
Ohio, as equal to the best lithograph 
stone now imported. It is absolutely 
without, grit, seam or indications of 
strata. 
Dr. Macruin has made a num- 


ber of experiments with pieces of the 
stone that he has in his possession, 
resting it'with acids, and fire. In one 
instance lie heated a piece in a furnace 
until the tongs with which lie held it 
were at a welding hear, and then 
plunged it into the cooling tub. 
When 


he took it out it was found to be sound 
and without any sign of injury in any 
respect. 


One peculiarity about the stone is 


that it is deposited in three layers 
without any visible seam 
between 


them. 
The top layer, or strata, if it 


may be so called, is of a greenish cast, 
the next a light pink and the last, or 
bottom one, a brown. 
Above all lies a 


strata of greyish stoue with the proper- 
ties of tho lithograph stone that carries 
a large per cent, of silver. 
— - - 


-Notwithstanding tho fact that the 
deposit lies so far beneath the surface, 
the great value of lithographic stone, 
will make it worth developing and it 
will no doubt in the end prove of great 
value.

Very few people have any correct no- 


tion of the number of uses to which the 
products of turpentine have been put. 
Let us mention some of the different 
ways spirits of turpentine enters into 
the arts and manufactures. Ma.ny "who 
read this article by g-aslig-ht will r>- 
member when they read their news- 
papers by the smoky light furnished by 
"camphene," This was before the in- 
troduction and use of petroleum. Cam- 
phene is prepared by mixing1 the recti- 
fied oil of turpentine with alcohol. Al- 
though kerosene is now so cheap, the 
rectified spirits of turpentine is still 
used for illuminating purposes in,some 
baclcwood sections of the south. 


Perhaps the most common uses of the 


spirits of turpentine are those in the 
arts, where it enl-ers into the prepara- 
tion of paints and varnishes, and es- 
pecially in the manufacture of india- 
rubber goods. The paint and varnish 
industries take about 5,000,000 gallons 
annuaJly, while the rubber industry re- 
quires about 3,500,000 gallons a year. 


But spirits of turpentine has other 


uses not so well known to most readers. 
How many would enjoy their salad oils 
and other vegetable oils if they knew 
that they were adulterated with turpen- 
tine oil? How many invalids know 
that their medicines contain spirits of 
turpentine, or that the liniment or 
ointment which relieves their aches and 
pains is largely composed of turpen- 
tine?—Lee J. Vance, in Appleton'sPop- 
tilar .Science Monthly.

Speed of th» Dragon Fly.
